It does not, 
indeed, seem very easy to discover the secret of Ishak Khan’s revolt. But 
+t has become necessary for the Government of India to discover that secret. 
The situation on the northern frontier of Afghanistan has become critical. 
Russia has occupied all the tract up to Kirkee, and her rule on the frontier 
region now extends from Matustcha to Bondja. Any disturbance on the 
north of Afghanistan is therefore expected to lead to a rupture between 
England and Russia. Under these circumstances, it has become extremely 
necessary to discover the real cause of Ishak Khan’s revolt, and to endeavour 
to bring about a reconciliation between him and Amir Abdur Rahman.

“Five coolies alleged to be beaten to death lately at Messaijan garden 
by Assistant Manager Ending, in presence of Manager Robinson, well known 
to the public for having fired at some runaway coolies two years back. 
Other coolies, men and women, tied to post, made naked and whipped. 
One hundred and seventy six coolies left garden and marched to Dibrugarh 
to complain before Mr. Driberg, Deputy Commissioner, who tried to induce 
them to return. Police tried to force them away from ‘ katchari,’ but 
hearing they have engaged a pleader, took six persons before Mr. Driberg, 
who saw marks of violence on their persons and ordered police to enquire 
and exhume corpses. District Superintendent of Police and two Inspectors 
came up by rail, Robinson accompanying them. Police stopped at Doom- 
Dooma within three miles of Messaijan, but allowed Robinson to go back to 
his garden and conceal the crime. Police enquiries commenced after 
eighteen hours. Corpses not exhumed. Coolies told police that one man 
was so beaten that he died immediately, and his body was strung up. First 
information report not yet submitted. Police showing great laxity, and 
giving accused opportunities to hush up case. 

“Police let Ending leisurely leave Messaijan with things. Police then 
found him guilty of manslaughter. All five corpses exhumed. Our infor- 
mation that police was told that a man was strung up after death, as wired 
this morning, was not correct. District Superintendent of Police, with his 
wife, will pursue Ending tomorrow. ”” ae

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15. The same paper, while approving generally of the proceedings of 
the National Association for supplying female 
_ medical aid to native women, cannot help 
objecting to its classification of the female doctors to be employed under it. 
The classification is as follows :— 


First class to consist of lady doctors registered under the Medical 
Acts of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
or possessing such certificate qualifications as would entitle 
them to such registration. 

Second class to consist of Female Assistant Surgeons. 

Third class to consist of Female Hospital Assistants. 


In this classification, lady doctors trained by the Medical Oollege in 
Calcutta will be placed below lady doctors coming from Europe and 
America. But the standard of the medical examinations of the Calcutta 
University is higher than the medical standards of Europe and America, 
with the exception of those of the London and Paris Universities. It will 
therefore be unjust to place the female medical graduates of the Calcutta 
University below any European or American lady doctors, except lady 
doctors turned out by the London and Paris Universities. Lady Dufferin 
says that such a classification exists in the Indian Medical Service. But 
that is not quite true. It is only those who succeed in competitive medical 
examinations in Hurope that obtain admission into the higher grades of 
the Indian Medical Service, and not all holders of certificates from medical 
institutions in Kurope and America, © 

An injustice is already being done in regard to male doctors in this 
country by. not holding competitive medical examinations simultaneously 
in England and India. And a greater injustice will be done if native 
female doctors, succeeding in competitive examinations, are refused 
admission into the first grade of female doctors in this country. Many 
people entertain the suspicion that the National Association is most con- 
cerned to provide employment ia this country for European female doctors, 
and that suspicion is likely to be strengthened by the classification of female 
doctors made by that Association. 

It is therefore hoped that Lady Dufferin will be prompted by the 
innate liberality of her disposition to correct the mistake which has been 
made in classifying those female doctors who will be employed to administer 
medical help to the women of India under her noble and benevolent scheme.
